COVER  PHOTO:  The  Allen  Bungalow  in  Red  Deer  was  built 
in  1912  by  Archibald  W.G.  Allen,  a  prominent  local  citizen 
during  the  early  boom  years  in  the  community.

Park  and  has  restored  this  Registered  Historic  Resource  (1985) 
and  landscaped  the  grounds  to  resemble  their  original  layout.

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Message  from  the  Foundation's  Chairman 


Dear  Foundation  Members , 

This  issue  is  devoted  to  the  community -based  heritage  projects  recently  approved  for 
grants  by  the  Alberta  Historical  Resources  Foundation.  They  include  85  projects  spread 
across  the  province,  ranging  from  building  preservation  work,  to  pioneer  cemetery 
restoration,  to  research  and  heritage  awareness  initiatives,  to  publications,  educational 
undertakings  and  workshops.  In  total,  approximately  $650,000  was  committed, 
enabling  projects  collectively  worth  several  millions  of  dollars  to  proceed. 

In  addition,  the  Foundation  s  Board  of  Directors  recently  chose  its  1991  Heritage 
Awards  recipients  from  an  extremely  competitive  list  of  candidates  in  a  vigorous  year  for 
heritage  activities.  Please  join  with  me  in  congratulating  them. 

The  Foundation  also  allocated  support  to  the  public  interpretation  of  the  McDougall 
Collection  at  the  Provincial  Museum  of  Alberta.  This  Foundation-owned  assemblage  of 
Victoriana  valued  at  $  1 .25  million  will  offer  people  a  unique  insight  into  the  art  and 
furnishings  sought  by  Alberta's  early  entrepreneurial  class  from  their  grand  tours  of 
Europe .  Originally  donated  by  the  late  Edmund  McDougall  of  Edmonton ,  the  materials 
will  soon  go  on  permanent  display  at  the  Provincial  Museum. 

Finally ,  the  Foundation  has  chosen  to  introduce  a  new  initiative ,  known  as  the 
Transportation/ Industrial  Artifact  Preservation  Programme,  that  will  provide  grants  to 
projects  that  interpret  Alberta's  transportation  and  industrial  history  themes  and/or 
preserve  associated  major  artifacts  at  public  museums  within  the  province.  This  first 
year's  award  of  $100,000  has  been  made  to  help  retain  Canada's  Aviation  Hall  of  Fame 
within  the  province  and  assist  with  its  pending  redevelopment.  In  future  years ,  this 
budget  may  be  broken  up  over  a  number  of  projects. 

For  those  who  greatly  value  the  past,  this  is  a  particularly  rewarding  time  of  year,  as 
we  tend  to  gather  with  our  families  and  reflect  on  our  heritage.  Please  accept  the  best 
wishes  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alberta  Historical  Resources  Foundation  through 
the  season  and  in  the  new  year.

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Fall  Grants  Review 


The  Alberta  Historical  Resources  Foundation  provides  financial  assistance  and  obtains  tech- 
nical aid  for  hundreds  of  heritage  projects  across  the  province  each  year.  These  are  largely 
community-based  initiatives  that  preserve  local  landmarks,  enhance  the  quality  of  our  cultural 
environment,  and  provide  tangible  evidence  of  our  distinctive  past.  Aside  from  offering  social  and 
educational  benefits  to  Albertans,  these  projects  often  stimulate  tourism,  create  adaptive  re-use  of 
heritage  buildings  and  revitalize  the  character  of  many  of  our  business  environments  and  residential 
areas. 

The  Foundation  received  104  grant  applications  for  the  September  1,  1991  deadline.  At  the 
November  21st  and  22nd  meeting,  the  Board  of  Directors  approved  grants,  totally  $624,676,  to  85 
projects,  as  follows:

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Examples  of 
Funded  Projects: 

Manning  (Battle  River)  Hospital  (1937) 

Manning:  $  1 2 ,000  towards  a  feasibility  study 
to  determine  the  best  use  for  the  structure  and 
to  identify  its  restoration  needs,  priorities  and 
costs.  This  United  Church  missionary  hospi- 
tal, a  link  with  early  settlement  in  the  northern 
Peace  River  area  and  with  early  United  Church 
missionary  activity,  was  one  of  the  town's  first 
buildings  and  only  hospital  until  it  was  re- 
placed in  1955.  (Potential  Registered  Historic 
Resource). 

St.  Albert  Qrain  Elevators  (1929  and  1937) 
St.  Albert:  $12,500  towards  a  feasibility 
study  to  plan  restoration  and  development. 
These  elevators  could  actively  interpret  the 
area's  agricultural  base  with  "hands-on"  dem- 
onstrations of  this  notable  prairie  architectural 
form.  The  elevators  contain  innovations  of  the 
day,  such  as  pneumatic  wagon  or  truck  dumps 
instead  of  manual  wagon  dumps  and  electrical 
rather  than  gas  or  kerosene  motors.  (Potential 
Registered  Historic  Resource). 

N.W.M.P.  Barracks  (1893) 

Canmore:  $16,000  for  an  architecturally 
designed  new  foundation.  The  Barracks  will  be 
restored  and  interpreted  as  anofficialN.W.M.P. 
outpost  and  as  a  house  museum  (Clarke 
family,  1920s),  the  grounds  to  be  developed  as 
a  park  for  pioneer  days  and  related  community 
gatherings.  It  is  one  of  the  few  structures  re- 
maining from  one  of  Canada's  most  colourful 
forces,  the  North- West  Mounted  Police.  (Pro- 
vincial Historic  Resource,  1990). 

Old  Y.W.C.A.  (circa  1910) 

Calgary:  $9,500  towards  upgrading  the  fire 
alarm  system  to  meet  the  code  requirements 
requested  by  the  City  of  Calgary.  The  first 
Y.W.C.A.  in  the  province,  the  old  "Y"  began  as 
a  hostel,  with  space  for  social  and  educational 
activities,  such  as  language  classes  and  immi- 
grant assistance.  An  employment  bureau  was 
added  in  1912  and  classes  on  the  ballot  were 
held  when  women  gained  the  vote.  This  herit- 
age building  now  houses  34  agencies  and  is  used 


by  numerous  community  groups.  (Provincial 
Historic  Resource,  1980).

Ritchie  Mill  (1893) 

Edmonton:  $60,000  towards  exterior  reha- 
bilitation. The  province's  oldest  surviving  flour 
mill  and  one  of  a  few  remaining  pre- 1900 
industrial  structures  in  Alberta,  the  Ritchie 
Mill  was  one  of  the  first  in  the  west  to  install 
steam-powered  steel  rollers,  because  conven- 
tional stone  rollers  could  not  grind  the  hard 
prairie  wheat.  The  proposed  plan  will  com- 
pletely restore  and  upgrade  the  Mill  for  restau- 
rant and  office  use.  (Provincial  Historic  Re- 
source, 1979). 


Carmangay  United  Church  (1910) 

Carmangay:  $6,800  towards  structural 
stabilization  of  the  bell  tower.  This  church 
embodied  the  cooperation  between  the  Meth- 
odist and  Presbyterian  churches  on  the  prairies 
that  helped  to  create  the  United  Church  of 
Canada  in  1925.  It  also  provided  the  religious 
and  cultural  grounding  of  a  prominent,  highly 
respected  Alberta  legislator.  Reverend  Peter 
Dawson,  Little  Bow  ML  A  from  1935  until  he 
died  in  1963.  It  is  an  example  of  a  Carpenter's 
Gothic  Church,  an  adaptation  in  wood  of 
Gothic  forms  previously  done  in  brick  and 
stone.  Wood  was  used  because  of  the  difficulty 
and  expense  of  using  traditional  materials  in 
pioneer  settings.  (Registered  Historic  Resource, 
1991). 


Haultain  School  (1893) 

Calgary:  $  1 5 ,000  to  excavate 
and  damp-proof  stone  founda- 
tion; re-grade  and  landscape 
building  perimeters;  and  install 
evestroughs  and  downspouts.  A 
unique  adaptation  in  Alberta  of 
the  American  Richardson  Ro- 
manesque style  of  architecture 
primarily  reserved  for  monumen- 
tal civic  and  religious  structures, 
the  Haultain  (originally  South 
Ward)  School  marked  Calgary's 
first  decade  of  growth  and  educational  develop- 
ment. Replaced  by  a  new  school  in  1907,  the 
original  was  used  at  times  as  a  workshop,  super- 
intendent's office,  classroom  and  auditorium, 
closing  in  1962.  It  was  the  first  Calgary  school 


constructed  in  sandstone  and  the  first  to  have 
electricity  and  running  water.  (Registered  His- 
toric Resource,  1979).

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Alberta  Wheat  Pool  Elevator  (1927) 

Scandia:  $10,000  towards  reshingling,  re- 
pair and  restoration  of  exterior.  Settlement  in 
this  area  began  in  1917.  By  1924,  Scandia  post 
office  was  established,  and  in  1927,  a  C.P.R. 
branch  line  was  completed,  a  stockyard  built, 
the  town  site  surveyed  and  the  Alberta  Wheat 
Pool  Elevator  was  erected.  The  elevator,  of 
typical  period  design  and  wood  frame  construc- 
tion, drew  other  businesses.  As  part  of  E.I.D. 
Historical  Park,  it  will  be  developed  with  pho- 
tographs, slides  and  videos  providing  interpre- 
tation. ( Potential  Registered  Historic  Resource ) 

Iverson  Homestead  (circa  1893-1900) 

New  Norway:  $20,000  to  complete  exte- 
rior and  interior  restoration  and  interpret 
homesteading  in  the  area.  While  1896-1914 
was  the  major  settlement  period  in  Alberta, 
many  Scandinavians  emigrated  from  the  U.S. 
to  the  area  in  the  1 880s  and  early  1 890s,  among 
them,  the  GuUick  Iverson  family.  The  log 
homestead  is  to  become  a  house  museum,  open 
to  the  public.  (Potential  Registered  Historic 
Resource). 

Trapper's  Shack  (Riverside  Cafe  or  Bourassa 
House)  (circa  1912-1916) 

Fort  Vermilion:  $15,000  to  complete  res- 
toration for  residential  and  commercial  use. 
Structural  and  foundation  work,  heating  and 
electrical  upgrading  are  completed. 
Reshingling,  re-chinking  of  logs,  and  interior 
rehabilitation  and  restoration  will  begin.  The 
owner  hopes  to  develop  and  interpret  the  site 
with  help  from  local  schools,  heritage,  civic 
and  aboriginal  groups.  (Potential  Registered 
Historic  Resource). 

Pithouse-Broen  Store  (1913/1914) 

Hay  Lakes:  $10,000  to  upgrade  the  foun- 
dation, reinforce  two  interior  walls  and  reclad 
the  roof.  Henry  George  Pithouse  homesteaded 
in  the  area  in  1901.  His  store  was  among  the 
first  businesses  in  the  settlement  (called 
Pithouse  until  1914).  It  is  the  only  remaining 
building  from  the  first  settlement  of  Hay  Lakes. 
The  original  store  and  post  office  will  be  repli- 
cated and  the  restored  structure  will  become  a 


heritage  museum  of  community  business,  cul- 
tural and  ethnic  history.  (Local  Historic  Re- 
source).

Pui^^er-CKung  Block  (1911) 

Lacombe:  $6,500  towards  structural  up- 
grading. This  is  another  fine  early  boomtown 
front  building  in  Lacombe's  historic  commer- 
cial core.  Named  for  two  early  town  businesses 
( the  Hop  Chung  Restaurant  and  Laundry  Serv- 
ice and  the  Meat  Market  of  W.F.  Puffer),  the 
two-storey  brick  building  was  originally  built 
with  a  partial  wall  separating  them.  It  will  be 
used  as  retail,  office  and  residential  space.  (Lo- 
cal Historic  Resource). 

Red  Deer  C.P.R.  Bridge  (1907) 

Red  Deer:  $10,000  to  restore  and  upgrade 
the  bridge,  for  use  as  a  pedestrian/bicycle  path, 
part  of  the  city  park  trails.  Constructed  by  the 
Alberta  Central  Railway,  which  played  a  role 
in  the  economic  development  of  the  area  west 
of  Red  Deer,  the  bridge  was  taken  over  by  the 
C.P.R.  in  1914,  when  it  took  over  the  lease  for 
the  line  between  Red  Deer  and  Rocky  Moun- 
tain House.  Unaltered,  the  bridge  is  solid,  the 
railroad  ties  and  steel  trusses  in  sound  condi- 
tion. (Municipal  Historic  Resource). 

MacPherson  Coulee  Sandstone  Farmhouse 
(circa  1906) 

Airdrie:  $5 ,000  to  restore  the  original  porch 
and  structurally  upgrade  the  verandah.  The 
sandstone  house,  built  of  blocks  quarried  from 
the  coulee  on  which  it  is  located,  will  be  used 
as  a  residence,  and  will  be  open  to  the  public, 
its  historic  significance  to  be  interpreted 
through  signs.  (Local  Historic  Resource) 

Owen  Residence  (1912) 

Edmonton:  $2,500  to  replace  asphalt  shin- 
gles with  cedar  shingles  to  duplicate  the  origi- 
nal roof  cladding.  Home  of  Provincial  Agent 
and  Meteorologist  Eda  Owen,  this  former  Do- 
minion Meteorological  Station  (1912-1943), 
was  responsible  for  Northern  Alberta  and  parts 
of  the  Northwest  Territories.  Information,  gath- 
ered here  from  142  weather  stations,  was  criti- 
cal for  early  agriculture  and  aviation.  One  of 
the  first  female  meteorologists  in  Canada,  Eda 
Owen  was  involved  in  studies  of  the  Aurora 
Borealis  and  was  well-known  to  bush  pilots 
Wop  May,  Wiley  Post  and  Grant  McConachie. 
(Local  Historic  Resource). 
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Athabasca  C.N.R.  Station  (circa  1912) 

Athabasca:  $15,000  to  restore  the  roof  and 
eavestroughing.  One  of  only  four  stations  of  its 
type  constructed  in  Alberta,  this  prominent 
heritage  building  is  now  a  seniors  drop- in  cen- 
tre and  used  by  other  community  groups.  (Lo- 
cal Historic  Resource). 


Capitol  Theatre  (circa  1915-1918) 

Hanna:  $5,000  towards  reshingling  the  roof 
with  cedar  shingles.  Settlement  began  here 
around  1910  and  one  of  the  first  businesses  was 
the  Capitol  Theatre  (1913),  damaged  by  fire  in 
1917  and  replaced  a  year  later  by  the  ornate 
Shacker's  Theatre.  It  featured  live  stage  vaude- 
ville performances  during  the  1920s.  (Local 
Historic  Resource). 


Old  Post  Office  (1914/1915) 

Bassano:  $5,000  towards  roof  and  drainage 
repairs  and  parapet  restoration.  This  federal 
public  building  was  constructed  following  a 
boom  in  the  area  between  1909  and  1912. 
Designed  by  Calgary  architect  Leo  Dowles,  the 
neo-classical  revival,  brick  and  sandstone  struc- 
ture served  as  post  office  and  customs  office  and 
housed  the  RCMP  until  the  late  1980s.  (Local 
Historic  Resource). 

Woolfrey  House  (circa  1901) 

Medicine  Hat:  $10,000  to  continue  exte- 
rior and  interior  restoration.  This  fine  two- 
storey  log  structure  is  part  of  the  living  farm 
museum  at  Echo  Dale  Park.  The  property  and 
house  had  many  owners,  including  Medicine 
Hat's  first  druggist,  ranchers  and  farmers,  a 
hotel  keeper,  and  two  engineers.  It  has  been 
used  as  a  ranch,  chicken  farm,  reputedly  a 
brothel  (during  WWl),  and  a  dairy  farm.  (Lo- 
cal Historic  Resource).

•  Architectural  Heritage  Awards  (2) 

'  for  individuals  or  groups  who  produced  outstand- 
ing examples  of  architectural  restoration  in  the 
province,  small  or  large  scale. 

Canadian  Pacific  Hotels  and  Resorts 

Canadian  Pacific  Hotels  and  Resorts  is 
commended  for  its  extremely  high  quality  res- 
toration and  rehabilitation  of  the  Hotel 
Macdonald  in  Edmonton.  CP  Hotels  purchased 
the  "Mac"  from  Canadian  National  in  1988 
and  has  invested  approximately  $20  million  to 
return  it  to  its  original  1915  splendour.  Work- 
ers cleaned  and  repaired  the  exterior  Indiana 
limestone  cladding,  and  renewed  the  original 
copper  roof,  including  the  ornate  spires.  Inside, 
the  lobby,  the  Wedgewood  Room,  Confedera- 
tion Lounge,  Empire  Ballroom  and  main  stair- 
way have  been  restored,  and  throughout  the 
hotel,  historic  chandeliers  and  lighting  fix- 
tures, decorative  plaster  details  and  wood  pan- 
elling have  also  been  restored  or  replicated. 
Canadian  Pacific  Hotels  and  Resorts  was  se- 
lected for  producing  this  year's  most  striking 
major  restoration  project. 

City  of  Red  Deer 

Thanks  to  the  City  of  Red  Deer,  the  historic 
integrity  of  the  Allen  Bungalow  (1912)  has 
been  excellently  maintained.  It  has  been  gen- 
erally restored  to  its  original  appearance  and 
incorporated  into  the  Waskasoo  Urban  Park  as 
a  public  meeting  facility  and  residence  for  the 
naturalist  at  the  Kerry  Wood  Nature  Centre 
and  Gaetz  Lakes  Sanctuary.  An  Alberta  exam- 
ple of  the  influence  of  the  English  Arts  and 
Crafts  movement  responsible  for  innovative 
residential  architectural  styles  in  North 
America  in  the  early  1900s,  this  gracious  Ed- 
wardian bungalow  (designated  a  Registered 
Historic  Resource,  1985)  began  as  a  country 
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estate  for  Archibald  Allen,  a  prominent  local 
resident,  active  in  the  civic  and  economic  life 
of  the  community.  This  small-scale  restoration 
is  notable  because  of  its  quality  and  its  incorpo- 
ration into  an  urban  park  setting. 

•  Heritage  Sites  &  Resources  Award  (1) 

'  for  direct  action  in  saving  a  threatened  heritage 
building/ site/resource . 

Canadian  Northern  Society 
Big  Valley 

This  non-profit,  registered  charitable  or- 
ganization of  volunteer  railway  enthusiasts  has 
acquired  and  is  currently  refurbishing  an  entire 
line  of  original  railway  stations  from  Camrose 
to  Rowley.  The  group  is  dedicated  to  the  study, 
preservation  and  promotion  of  Canadian 
Northern  and  Canadian  National  Railway 
heritage  and  historic  structures  in  western 
Canada.  Many  of  the  buildings  it's  saved  had 
been  abandoned  and  were  slated  for  demoli- 
tion. Several  have  now  been  restored  (Big 
Valley,  Meeting  Creek,  Rowley)  and  contain 
museums  to  interpret  the  regional  railway  his- 
tory. Other  stations  are  scheduled  for  rehabili- 
tation. Aware  that  historic  preservation  can  be 
an  effective  tool  for  area  economic  develop- 
ment, the  Society  is  hoping  to  link  up  with  the 
West  Central  Railway  Steam  Excursion  Line 
to  bring  visitors  and  funding  into  the  partici- 
pating communities  and  is  encouraging  other 
restoration  and  related  development  in  the 
region.  This  group  was  selected  because  of  its 
remarkable  achievements  in  railway  history 
preservation  and  interpretation,  as  well  as  its 
regional  planning  approach.

Combining  humour,  devotion  to  detail  and 
authenticity,  John  Stanley  (Jack)  Peach  has 
brought  Alberta's  history  alive  for  hundreds  of 
newspaper  readers  and  radio  listeners  in  the 
province.  This  Calgary-born  writer  and  55  year 
veteran  of  broadcasting  has  penned  more  than 
600  articles  for  the  Calgary  Herald,  790  histori- 
cal vignettes  for  CBC  Calgary  Radio,  200  half- 
hour  Alberta  historic  narratives  for  CISN-FM 
in  Edmonton,  300  historical  commentaries  for 
the  Calgary  Real  Estate  News  weekly,  and  has 
authored  several  books  on  various  aspects  of 
local  history.

Stan  Reynolds 

Wetaskiwin 

Stan  Reynolds  has  devoted  much  of  his  life 
and  considerable  money  to  save  endangered 
historic  artifacts  relating  to  transportation,  in- 
dustry and  agriculture  in  Alberta.  Building  on 
his  father's  collection  (started  in  the  1940s),  he 
has  done  more  than  perhaps  any  other  single 
individual  in  the  country  to  preserve  transpor- 
tation history.  He  has  amassed  thousands  of 
vintage  cars,  tractors,  engines  and  machines; 
built  and  operates  his  own  museum;  and  has,  in 
recent  years,  become  the  largest  private  collec- 
tor of  antique  aircraft  in  the  country.  Stan 
Reynolds  donated  more  than  850  major  arti- 
facts, complete  with  extra  parts  and  research 
files,  at  no  cost,  to  the  new  Reynolds-Alberta 
Museum  in  Wetaskiwin.

City  of  Edmonton 

Two  and  a  half  years  ago,  the  City  of 
Edmonton  took  an  innovative  step  towards 
protecting  and  preserving  its  heritage  build- 
ings. Council  passed  the  Policy  to  Encourage 
the  Designation  and  Rehabilitation  of  Munici- 
pal Historic  Resources.  This  legislation  pro- 
vides tax  breaks  and  other  forms  of  compensa- 
tion for  developers  who  own  and  rehabilitate 
designated  municipal  heritage  properties. 

The  first  policy  of  its  kind  approved  and 
implemented  by  a  Canadian  municipality,  Ed- 
monton's heritage  policy  has  received  two 
awards  in  addition  to  the  Foundation's  1991 
Community  Heritage  Award:  a  national  Award 
for  Planning  Excellence  from  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Planners  and  a  provincial  Planning 
Award  from  the  Alberta  Association  of  Cana- 
dian Institute  of  Planners.  ■

On  October  11,  1991,  the  City  of 
Drumheller  Main  Street  Project  completed  its 
final  year  in  the  Alberta  Main  Street  Pro- 
gramme. (The  Foundation  began  the  Pro- 
gramme in  1987  and  is  assisted  by  Alberta 
Culture  and  Multiculturalism  and  Heritage 
Canada.) 

Drumheller  was  first  selected  in  the  fall  of 
1987  to  participate  in  a  three  year  revitaliza- 
tion  focussing  on  the  restoration  and  enhance- 
ment of  heritage  buildings,  as  well  as  on  under- 
lying issues  of  organization,  marketing  and 
economic  development.  In  1990,  the  Founda- 
tion awarded  Drumheller  a  one  year  extension 
in  recognition  of  the  city's  commitment  to  the 
Programme. 

During  the  four  years,  Drumheller's  main 
street  has  evolved  into  a  more  vibrant  commu- 
nity centre  that  acts  as  a  new  public  gathering 
space.  Downtown  merchants  participate  in  over 
16  annual  promotional  events  and  have 
strengthened  their  downtown  as  a  retail 
centre. 

Community  attitude  towards  the  value  and 
preservation  of  historic  resources  has  been  richly 


nourished.  A  high  level  of  cooperation,  com- 
mitment and  community  participation  has  been 
necessary  for  the  rehabilitation  of  any  one 
building. 

A  walk  along  Drumheller's  main  street  re- 
veals classic  light  standards  colourfuUy  deco- 
rated with  banners  marking  the  historic  down- 
town area.  Traditional  entrance  doors  vary  in 
colour  with  oval  and  rectangular  windows, 
graphic  goldleaf  symbols,  and  gleaming  brass 
hardware.  Fabric  awnings  and  fixed  canopies 
provide  not  only  shade  and  protection  but  also 
add  to  the  colour  and  texture  of  the  streetscape. 
Signs  characteristic  of  Drumheller's  past  are 
placed  within  traditional  signband  areas:  be- 
low windows,  within  upper  name  block  areas, 
as  wall  murals,  or  creatively  projected  from 
building  facades. 

Well-crafted  old  and  new  elements  com- 
bine to  revive  buildings  that  provide  order, 
variety  and  unity  and  are  products  of  their  own 
time.

New  Life  for  "The  Old 
Billiard  Hall"  in  Lacombe 

Built  in  1913  by  local  contractor  George 
Mobley,  this  building  was  home  to  Lacombe's 
Harness  Shop.  In  1919,  it  became  a  pool  hall 
until  its  vacancy  in  1980.  The  pool  hall  was 
actually  started  in  1906  by  Frank  McLear  and 
was  originally  located  in  the  McLear  Block.  It's 
alleged  that  the  business  changed  hands  sud- 
denly in  a  poker  game.  The  morning  after  the 
game,  Frank  McLear  told  Joe  Edgerton  that 
he'd  won  the  business  but  had  to  get  it  out  of 
the  McLear  Block.  Hence,  the  move  to  this 
building. 

Pool  wasn't  the  only  activity  in  the  Old 
Billiard  Hall.  Not  only  could  you  have  your 
hair  cut  in  the  front  window  of  the  pool  hall, 
you  could  also  get  in  on  a  big  card  game  up- 
stairs. As  well,  the  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs 
held  dances  upstairs,  vibrating  the  pool  hall 
lights,  to  the  dismay  of  the  pool  sharks  below. 

Since  restoration  began,  many  "old  timers" 


have  stopped  by  to  express  their  joy  at  seeing 
the  Old  Billiard  Hall  preserved.  Had  it  not 
been  for  the  confidence  and  financial  commit- 
ment of  Dr.  D.  Koopman  (the  present  owner), 
the  building  may  well  have  been  demolished 
last  winter.  Condemned  by  the  town,  the  build- 
ing required  major  structural  work  before  occu- 
pancy. The  building  leaned  to  the  north  be- 
cause the  adjoining  theatre  had  been  demol- 
ished. So,  the  foundation  was  stabilized  and  the 
entire  brick  facade  was  dismantled  and  re- 
assembled plumb.  The  storefront  was  com- 
pletely rebuilt  in  keeping  with  historical  pho- 
tographs. Thanks  to  Dr.  Koopman,  this  beauti- 
ful landmark  will  once  again  be  enjoyed  and 
used.

"Before"  and  soon  to  be  "After" .  Dr.  Koopman' s 
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Battalion  Park 

On  Signal  Hill,  above  Sarcee  Trail  and 
Richmond  Road  in  Calgary,  Battalion  Park  is  a 
unique  and  lasting  memorial  to  Alberta  sol- 
diers who  trained  at  Camp  Sarcee  between 
1914  and  1916  before  serving  in  WWI  . 

As  a  training  exercise,  the  soldiers  laid  out 
thousands  of  large  whitewashed  field  stones  to 
mark  areas  of  the  camp  and  to  display  their 
battalion  numbers. 

Four  of  these  numbers,  137,  113,  151,  and 
51,  representing  the  Infantry  Battalion  of 
Calgary,  the  Lethbridge  Highlanders,  the  Cen- 
tral Alberta  Battalion,  and  the  Canadian  In- 
fantry Battalion  of  Edmonton  respectively, 
lasted  the  decades.  Of  these,  the  stones  com- 
memorating thell3th  remained  undisturbed 
and  the  number  was  declared  a  Provincial 
Historic  Resource  in  1988.  Although  the  rocks 
from  the  three  other  numbers  had  been  moved 
for  development  of  the  land  in  the  1980s,  they 
had  been  saved  and  stored,  and  now  have  been 
relocated  in  their  original  layout  next  to  the 
113  as  the  heart  of  Battalion  Park.  Viewing 
decks  connected  by  trails  and  ramps  display 
photographs  and  stories,  revealing  the  history 
of  the  numbers,  the  Sarcee  camp  and  the  men 
who  were  there. 

Stewart  Green  Properties  Ltd  created  the 
park,  with  support  and  involvement  of  the  City 
of  Calgary,  the  Province  of  Alberta,  the  Alberta 


Historical  Resources  Foundation  ($10,000), 
the  Royal  Canadian  Legion  and  concerned 
individuals  and  groups.  In  particular,  J.  Ken 
Shedden,  a  retired  architect  and  decorated 
WWII  veteran  who  recalled  seeing  the  stone 
numbers  on  the  hillside  as  a  child,  lobbied 
tirelessly  for  preservation  and  restoration  of 
the  site  for  many  years. 

On  November  3,  1991,  ceremonies  offi- 
cially opening  Battalion  Park  began  with  a 
concert  by  the  Calgary  Police  Service  Pipe 
Band.  Lord  Strathcona's  Horse  Brigade,  the 
King's  Own  Calgary  Regiment  Brass  Band,  the 
Royal  Canadian  Legion,  Calgary  and 
Lethbridge  branches'  Massed  Colour  Party, 
Calgary  Highlanders'  pipes  and  drums  and  guard 
and  Princess  Patricia's  Canadian  Light  Infan- 
try Corps  of  Drums  marched  in  parade.  In  a 
symbolic  ceremony,  title  to  the  land  was  handed 
from  Stewart  Green  Properties  to  Fred  Bagley, 
son  of  a  137th  Battalion  veteran,  to  9  year  old 
Henry  Campbell,  his  grandson,  to  Mayor  AI 
Duerr,  who  accepted  it  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Calgary.  A  ceremony  of  remembrance  and  the 
unveiling  of  a  cairn  plaque  were  followed  by  a 
military  band  concert.

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Edmonton^s  Heritage  Policy 


Edmonton's  Policy  to  Encourage  the  Desig- 
nation and  Rehabilitation  of  Municipal  His- 
toric Resources  spells  out  the  city's  commit- 
ment to  heritage.  And  it  backs  it  with  cold, 
hard  cash. 

This  unique  policy'compensates  owners  of 
historic  buildings  designated  as  Municipal  His- 
toric Resources  under  the  Alberta  Historic 
Resources  Act,  which  requires  some  form  of 
compensation.  It  provides  incentives  to  pre- 
vent demolition  and  encourages  rehabilita- 
tion. It  rewards  owners  with  tax  rebates  on  the 
municipal  portion  of  the  property  taxes,  not 
the  school  portion,  cancellation  of  property 
taxes  or  payment  equal  to  the  value  of  the 
taxes,  or  the  rehabilitation  of  heritage  build- 
ings. 

First,  owners  must  have  their  buildings  des- 
ignated as  a  Municipal  Historic  Resource  by 
City  Council  (standard  criteria  are  applied). 
Once  designated,  the  building  cannot  be  de- 
molished and  the  owner  is  entitled  to  three 
levels  of  compensation  for  up  to  seven  years. 

Level  1  consists  of  a  payment  equal  to  the 
value  of  the  amount  of  taxes  on  the  "building 
only"  portion  of  the  property  taxes  for  up  to  five 
years,  starting  January  1  of  the  year  the  building 
is  designated.  So,  keep  the  building,  get  a  tax 
rebate. 

Level  2  kicks  in  when  rehabilitation  begins. 
It  entitles  the  owner  to  a  maximum  two  year 
rebate  or  cancellation  of  the  land  and  building 
portion  of  the  property  tax  during  rehabilita- 
tion. 

Level  3  involves  an  annual  tax  rebate  or 
cancellation  of  any  increase  in  pi^perty  tax  for 
up  to  five  years  when  the  build^ing  is  restored 
and  an  occupancy  permit  is  issued.  Level  3 
Alternative  pays  or  otherwise  compensates  for 
the  costs  of  restoring  the  historical  features  of 


the  building.  Flexibility  is  the  key.  For  exam- 
ple, in  some  cases,  the  developer  and  the  city 
can  also  negotiate  a  land  use  density  transfer  or 
land  swap. 

Two  prominent  Edmonton  landmarks  have 
been  given  new  life  thanks  to  this  innovative 
Heritage  Policy.  The  Hotel  Macdonald  (1915) 
and  the  Hudson's  Bay  Department  Store  ( 1939) 
have  been  restored  inside  and  out.  Canadian 
Pacific  Hotels  and  Resorts  will  receive  up  to 
$900,000  as  a  tax  rebate  to  restore  the  "Mac," 
and  a  transfer  of  parkland  to  the  City  for  five 
years,  the  taxes  to  be  forgiven  and  the  park 
maintenance  to  be  assumed  by  the  City.  Stewart 
Green  Properties  will  receive  up  to  $  1 ,623,000 
over  four  years,  beginning  in  1990,  to  restore 
the  Bay.  According  to  City  figures,  the  two 
projects  generated  $40  million  worth  of  con- 
struction activity  and  1,155  permanent  jobs. 

The  policy  provides  bargaining  leverage, 
says  Edmonton  Heritage  Planner,  Darryl 
Cariou.  "It's  made  a  huge  difference  in  the  tone 
of  negotiations  with  owners.  Now  we  have 
money,  something  to  put  on  the 
table...Developers,  even  if  they're  heritage  buffs, 
have  to  look  to  the  bottom  line.  This  policy  can 
have  a  significant  impact  on  the  bottom  line."

Housing  has  been  a  crucial  element  in  the 
economic  growth  of  Alberta,  playing  an  impor- 
tant part  in  the  government's  economic  and 
social  policy  and  shaping  the  province's  urban 
landscape.
